First  thing  1  want  to  do  here  is  express  our  appreciation  for  the  handsome  orders  you  sent  us 
last  spring.  It  just  about  cleaned  out  all  our  blooming  size  bulbs.  To  make  sure  we  would  have 
enough  this  Spring  we  planted  12  acres  more  fhan  the  year  previous.  So  we  now  have  the  crop 
from  40  acres  to  offer  you. 

I  must  tell  you  about  what  happened.  Along  about  show  time  (and  say,  folks,  that  was  a 
whale  of  a  show  in  Springfield)  I  was  mighty  blue.  So  pesky  dry  there  was  not  a  decent  flower  in  our 
whole  planting.  Had  a  notion  to  “put  up  the  bars”  and  not  let  a  visitor  in  the  place.  I  thought  sure 
there  would  be  no  bulb  crop  but  shortly  after  Labor  Day,  the  rain  came.  Our  small  stock  was 
harvested  in  September  and  after  October  10th  I  began  to  take  a  peek  at  the  flowering  bulbs. 
Never  was  so  surprised  at  the  growth  they  had  made.  In  size  they  were  fully  up  to  standard  and 
clean  and  bright. 

With  good  harvesting  weather,  we  now  have  the  finest  crop  in  our  entire  experience.  A  good 
crop  of  bulbs  can  be  ruined  by  a  lack  of  curing  and  storage  facilities,  and  we  feel  that,  the  store¬ 
house  shown  on  page  32  is  nearly  worth  its  weight  in  gold.  Chemical  treatment  of  bulbs  is  not 
worth  half  as  much  as  good  storage  facilities.  Ask  any  pathologist  if  you  doubt  it. 

You  fellows  and  girls  are  funny.  Last  spring  we  listed  large,  medium  and  small  size  bulbs. 
Nearly  all  of  you  ordered  the  large  size,  and  scarcely  any  small  sizes.  Last  October  we  issued  a 
Fall  list  and  you  order  mostly  medium  size  bulbs,  with  a  good  quantity  of  small  size.  You  will  find 
aU  sizes  listed  in  the  index  on  Pages  30  and  31.^  In  the  descriptive  pages,  all  prices  cover  flowering 
size  1 34"  and  up.  I  still  maintain  that  it  is  poor  pohcy  for  you  to  buy  buLblets  (I  cedi  thein  Cormels) 
and  it  is  poor  policy  for  us  to  sell  them  to  you  except  in  rare  cases.  It  is  so  easy  to  get  them  mixed 
that  we  cannot  guarantee  them  true  to  name,  and  you  will  not  know  for  2  years.  Better  buy  small 
size  bulbs  and  see  a  few  flowers  the  first  year.  Amateurs  who  expect  good  flowers  should  buy  full 
size  or  half  size  bulbs.

I  got  a  “glad  thrill”  yesterday  morning  when,  on  going 
into  the  garden,  I  saw  for  the  first  time  an  open  bloom  on 
the  OH  BOY!  bulb  you  sent  me.  The  horizontal  diameter 
measured  exactly  five  and  one-half  inches.  This  morning 
the  spike  had  two  open  flowers,  one  partiaUy  open,  and  five 
big  buds.  There  is  a  space  of  at  least  four  inches  between 
the  flowers,  which  gives  it  the  appearance  of  a  mammoth 
Prim.  The  color  is  nearly  a  perfect  match  for  a  King  Hum¬ 
bert  canna.  I  took  a  floret  from  the  canna  and  set  it  be¬ 
tween  the  two  open  flowers  on  Oh  Boy!  At  a  distance  of 
three  feet  no  one  but  an  expert  like  yourself  could  tell  the 
difference  in  color,  size,  form  of  petal,  or  markings,  be¬ 
tween  the  canna  bloom  and  the  glad  blooms.

Strong,  large,  ruffled  flowers  and  an  entirely  new 
combination.  Prize  winner  for  best  orange  at  A.  G.  S. 
Show. 

OLYMPIAD — The  most  vivid  orange  scarlet  yet 
produced.  The  flowers  appear  to  be  literally  on  &e. 
Very  large  blooms,  sometimes  5  inches  across. 
Irregular  arrangement  of  petals  give  it  a  distinctive¬ 
ness  all  its  own. 

PATRICIA — LaFrance  pink,  shaded  to  hermosa 
pink  at  tips.

RICHMOND — Large  flowers  of  Spectrum  red,  with 
cream  zone  and  feather  of  blackish  red.  Very  striking. 

ROBINHOOD — Immense,  massive  blooms  of  La¬ 
France  pink,  tipped  and  flaked  with  scarlet.  Strong 
feather  of  Amaranth  purple  in  the  throat.  Extra 
strong  and  vigorous  grower.  Slightly  frilled  petals. 
Early  bloomer. 

ROBUSTO — Soft  peach  red,  flaked  with  scarlet  and 
velvet  scarlet  fines  in  the  throat.  Have  measured  spikes 
28  inches  from  first  flower  to  tip  of  buds,  with  24  buds 
on  the  main  stalk  and  others  on  the  side  branches. 

ROMANTIC — One  of  the  extra  good  smoky  ones. 
Strong  grower,  16  to  18  buds,  and  6  flowers  open  at 
once.  Center  is  coral  pink,  shading  outward  through 
old  rose  to  Daphne  red  at  the  tips.

Plant  Beairded  Irises  in  the  sunniest  and  best 
drained  places  in  the  garden.  They  require  the  mois¬ 
ture  but  will  not  do  well  in  naturally  wet  soil.  Do  not 
use  stable  manure  in  soil  intended  for  Bearded  Iris. 

Bearded  Irises  are  shipped  dry  and  should  be 
planted  as  soon  as  received.  Our  plants  will  come 
properly  trimmed  and  the  roots  pruned  back  ready 
for  planting.  Should  the  tops  be  dried  out  and  the 
roots  appear  shriveled  when  the  plants  are  opened, 


no  harm  is  done  as  the  rhizomes  will  start  new 
growth  soon  after  they  are  planted. 

Plant  shallow  so  that  the  rhizomes,  or  fleshy 
part  of  the  root  lies  in  a  horizontal  position  and  is 
barely  covered. 

Early  spring  plemting  will  give  a  few  flowers  the 
first  year  and  heavy  clumps  for  plentiful  bloom  the 
second  year.

Peonies  should  be  planted  in  fertile,  well-drained 
soil,  and  where  they  will  get  the  full  sun  at  least  half 
the  day.  They  will  not  do  well  in  poorly  drained 
ground,  nor  where  water  stands  about  their  roots 
during  any  part  of  the  year.

The  above  illustration  will  give  you  some  conception  of  our  storage  facilities  and  working 
force.  Much  of  the  vitahty  in  Gladiolus  bulbs  is  sometimes  lost  through  improper  curing  and 
storing. 

The  upper  portion  of  this  building  is  especially  designed  for  thoroughly  curing  the  bulb 
crop  when  harvested,  through  the  proper  apphcation  of  heat  and  correct  ventilation. 

The  basement  is  built  of  solid  concrete,  frost  proof,  and  is  maintained  at  proper  humidity 
to  keep  the  bulbs  in  plump  and  vigorous  growing  condition. 


HOW  TO  PRONOUNCE  GLADIOLUS 

At  the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Gladio¬ 
lus  Society,  in  1925,  a  resolution  was  adopted  putting 
the  society  on  record  as  appro\dng  the  pronunciation 
Gla-di-o-lus.  The  accent  on  the  third  syllable  with 
o,  as  in  note.  The  resolution  also  provided  for  the 
adoption  of  Gladiolus  for  both  the  plural  and  singular 
forms.  The  action  taken  has  received  the  approval  of 
nearly  all  fans.

Cultural  Directions 

Unpack  the  Gladiolus  bulbs  as  soon  as  received  and  keep  in  a  cool  cellar  until  ready  to 
plant.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  answer,  but  do  not  use  any  fresh  manure  in  the  spring.  If 
fertilizer  is  required  apply  barnyard  manure  the  previous  fall  or  use  bone  meal  in  spring. 


WHEN  TO  PLANT 

In  Central  New  York  the  best  time  to  plant 
is  from  May  1st  to  15th,  when  the  weather 
has  become  settled.  If  you  are  farther  south, 
plant  earlier.  A  good  plan  is  to  plant  when 
maple  trees  begin  to  open  their  leaves.  For 
later  flowers  you  may  plant  at  various  periods 
up  to  the  4th  of  July. 

HOW  TO  PLANT 

The  general  method  is  to  plant  in  rows  any¬ 
where  from  13^  feet  to  4  feet  apart,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  method  of  cultivation  to  be  em¬ 
ployed.  Dig  a  trench  5  inches  deep  and  2 
inches  wide  at  the  bottom.  Place  the  bulbs 
on  the  bottom  of  the  trench,  3  inches  to  5 
inches  apart,  and  then  fill  the  trench  level 
full  with  soil.  Deep  plemting  and  close  plant¬ 
ing  both  help  the  plants  to  stand  erect  at 
blooming  time.  We  never  have  to  tie  them 
to  stakes  in  our  fields. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT 

They  will  bloom  if  plgmted  most  anywhere. 
They  will  not  be  at  their  best  if  roots  from 
large  trees  penetrate  the  ground  where  they 
are  located.  Remember  that  the  roots  of  trees 
reach  out  further  than  the  branches.  Neither 
will  they  be  very  happy  planted  against  the 
house  or  porch.  Out  in  the  garden  or  in 
special  beds  is  the  place  where  they  will  flaunt 
their  beauty  to  perfection.  Plenty  of  air  and 
sunshine  makes  them  strong  and  sturdy. 

WATER 

If  you  wish  you  may  water  them  in  dry 
seasons,  but  water  thoroughly.  Dig  into  the 
soil  after  you  think  they  are  soaked  and  if  the 
soil  is  not  wet  5  inches  give  them  still  more 
water.  Don’t  sprinkle  a  little  every  evening, 
but  give  them  a  thorough  soaking  and  let 
them  alone  for  a  week. 

CULTIVATION 

Do  it  after  every  rain  or  watering.  Keep 
the  surface  loose  and  don’t  let  the  weeds  live 
on  the  moisture  which  belongs  to  the  Glads. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING 

As  the  maples  begin  to  lose  their  leaves,  lift 
the  bulbs,  cut  the  tops  off  close  to  the  bulb 
and  expose  to  sunshine  for  two  or  three  days. 
Then  store  in  a  cool,  dry  cellar,  40°  is  best. 
In  about  three  weeks  you  can  remove  the  old 
bulb  and  roots  with  ease.  Look  your  stock 


over  and  order  bulbs  from  “Gladiolus  Bill” 
for  next  season.  Also  send  him  a  Christmas 
bulb  order  for  that  friend  who  admired  your 
flowers.  ' 

BLOOMING  TIME 

Go  out  in  the  garden  early  each  morning 
and  see  the  new  ones  with  the  dew  on  them. 
The  fresh  flowers  always  open  early  in  the 
morning.  The  buds  never  open  after  noon. 
If  you  want  them  for  house  decoration  cut 
them  in  the  forenoon  when  two  or  more  flow¬ 
ers  have  opened.  Put  in  vases  or  baskets  with 
fresh  cool  water.  Give  fresh  water  every 
morning,  remove  wilted  flowers  and  cut  about 
Y2  inch  off  the  stem.  Given  this  care,  every 
bud  on  the  stalk  will  open  in  the  house.  They 
often  last  a  week  or  more  after  they  are  cut. 
We  hope  you  will  mark  the  names  of  varieties 
when  you  plant  them  so  that  you  can  call 
them  by  name  when  you  see  them.  Give  them 
a  personality  and  you  will  enjoy  them  twice 
as  much.  Before  you  forget  it,  select  those 
you  like  best  and  send  in  a  new  order  at  once, 
for  more  of  those  varieties.
